As  We  have  ample  reafon  ourf  elves  to  return  Yor  Honr  humble  thanks  for  recom¬ 
mending  to  us  at  this  time  Moderation  &  Concord  without  which  no  publick  good  can 
be  effected,  So  We  doubt  not  but  ’twill  be  receiv’d  with  the  utmoft  Returns  of  gratitude 
by  all  his  Majeftys  Dutifull  Subjects  under  your  Government. 

Our  near  Relation  to  Great  Britain  which  Yor  Honr  fo  handfomely  reminds  us  of, 
we  efteem  our  chief  felicity  and  as  this  Colony  has  in  the  moft  Rebellious  times  Sig¬ 
nalized  her  Loyalty  So  We  queftion  not  but  fhe  will  continue  to  give  proofs  of  unfhaken 
Duty  to  her  Sovereign  and  of  entire  Fidelity  &  Affedtion  to  her  mother  Country. 

We  muft  thankfully  acknowledge  that  Yor  Honr  has  fuggefted  very  noble  Subjects 
for  the  Confultation  of  this  Affembly,  which  in  our  opinion  can’t  be  better  employed 
than  in  finding  out  the  propereft  Expedients  for  guarding  our  Frontiers  for  providing 
the  Safeft  defence  againft  both  an  Infidious  &  Encroaching  Enemy,  and  likewife  for 
fecuring  that  Barrier  which  nature  feems  to  have  markt  out  for  this  Country.  In  each 
of  thefe  Important  Points  we  fhall  moft  chearfully  concurr  with  the  Burgeffes  in  any 
Methods  that  may  beft  anfwer  fuch  wholfom  Views :  And  if  by  reafon  of  the  Infancy  of 
this  Dominion  Our  Ability  fhould  fall  fhort  of  attaining  fuch  great  Defigns  We  fhall 
be  ready  to  concurr  with  Yor  Honr  and  the  Burgeffes  in  reprefen  ting  the  matter  to  his 
Majefty. 

Laftly  We  beg  leave  to  affure  Yor  Honr  that  we  will  continue  our  utmoft  Endeavours 
to  reconcile  &  Unite  the  minds  of  his  Majtys  Subjects  in  this  Colony,  being  firmly  per- 
f waded,  Sir,  that  you  will  be  pleafed  to  dif courage  in  the  moft  effectual  manner  all  thofe 
perfons  who  fhall  be  Inftrumentall  in  creating  any  Mifunderftanding.

Mr  Speaker  &  Gent  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes 

We  have  had  under  our  Confideration  the  Book  of  Claims  fent  up  from  your  Houfe, 
and  obferving  therein  that  you  have  rejected  the  Claim  of  the  Executrix  of  James 
Shields  late  Keeper  of  the  publick  Goal,  for  the  Commitment  &  maintenance  of  Griffith 
Bowen,  we  think  it  neceffary  to  acquaint  you,  that  the  faid  Bowen,  being  at  that  time 
under  great  infanity  of  mind,  was  by  two  of  his  Majefty’s  Council,  committed  to  the 
publick  Goal  for  preventing  the  mif chiefs  he  might  otherwife  have  done,  and  which 
every  body  apprehended  he  would  commit  under  that  dif order.  And  tho’  the  Charge 
that  hath  accrued  on  this  occafion  is  not  ftridtly  provided  for  by  law,  yet  we  doubt  notf 
you  will  be  of  opinion  it  is  fit  to  be  defrayed  at  the  publick  Charge,  fince  the  publick 
fafety  required  his  being  thus  fecured  until  he  recovered  his  fenfes:  And  therefore  we 
propofe  the  adding  that  expence  to  the  Book  of  Claims. 

The  Claim  of  Benjamin  Defborow  for  bedding  furnished  to  the  prifoners  in  the 
publick  Goal  being  alfo  rejected  by  your  Houfe,  we  cannot  but  be  of  opinion  you  will 
ftill  be  induced  to  make  him  an  allowance  for  the  fame,  when  you  confider  how  neceffary 
fuch  bedding  and  clothing  were  during  the  uncommon  feverity  of  this  winter,  and  how 
great  an  inhumanity  it  would  have  been  to  suffer  prifoners,  who  had  nothing  of  their 
own  to  preferve  them  from  the  cold,  to  perifh  for  want  of  that  fupply,  and  as  we  cannot 
but  recommend  this  expence  to  your  further  Confideration,  fo  we  muft  alfo  infift  upon 
the  faid  Defborow' s  being  allowed  the  fees  eftablifhed  by  the  Generaf  Court  for  the 
Commitment  and  Releaf ment  of  prifoners,  which  is  16'  for  every  fuch  Commitment 
and  Releaf  ment,  and  which  we  perceive,  by  his  allowance  in  the  Book  of  Claims,  you 
have  reduced  to  one  half. 

Among  the  money  allowances  added  to  the  Book  of  Claims  on  the  14th  inftant,  wre 
observe  that  the  Salaries  of  your  Doorkeepers  are  advanced  in  confideration  of  the  length 
of  the  length  of  this  Seffion,  but  that  no  fuch  confideration  has  been  had  to  the  Keeper 
of  the  Council  Chamber,  whofe  fervices  and  attendance  deferve  an  equal  regard.  We 
therefore  propofe  that  the  fum  of  five  pounds  may  be  added  to  his  allowance  in  the  Book 
of  Claims,  agreeable  to  the  diftinction  that  has  always  been  made  between  that  officer 

and  your  Doorkeepers  in  paft  Affemblies. 

We  fend  you  herewith  the  petitions  of  the  Clerk  and  Serjeant  of  the  City  of  Wil¬

Your  Majeftys  moft  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects  the  Council  and  Burgeffes  of  your 
Dominion  of  Virginia  having  experienced  the  late  Adt  of  Parliament  whereby  the  im¬ 
portation  of  Tobacco  ftript  from  the  ftalk  is  prohibited,  are  perfuaded  that  on  the  one 
hand  the  Induftry  of  the  planters  here  is  greatly  difcouraged,  and  bad  and  unmerchant¬ 
able  Tobacco  fhipt  off  from  hence,  is  increafed  while  a  greater  quantity  of  a  better  fort 
of  Tobacco  is  fuppreffed,  and  on  the  other  your  Majefty ’s  Cuftoms  are  confiderably 
diminifhed,  and  many  frauds  in  the  running  fuch  Tobacco  are  introduced  and  encouraged- 
In  confideration  whereof  we  prefume  in  all  humility  to  apply  to  your  facred  Majefty, 
and  at  the  fame  time  to  petition  your  Parliament  for  relief;  and  cannot  doubt  but  the 
Wifdom  of  your  Majefty  and  that  great  Council  will  fuggeft  fuch  reafons  as  will  fuffi- 
ciently  prove  the  expediency  of  repealing  that  part  of  the  faid  Act  of  Parliament,  fo 
detrimental  to  your  Majefty  and  your  people. 

To  The  Honbl‘  The  Knights,  Citizens  &  Burgeffes  of  The  Houfe  of  Commons  affembled  in 
Parliament. 

The  humble  petition  of  the  Council  &  Burgeffes  of  the  Colony  of  Virginia 
Sheweth 

That  the  principal  fupport  of  the  people  of  this  Dominion  doth  depend  upon  the 
Trade  of  Tobacco  which  for  many  years  hath  been  found  very  beneficial  to  the  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain,  altho’  under  the  many  heavy  Charges  to  which  it  is  liable  it  hath  fcarce 
afforded,  fome  few  years  excepted  a  competent  maintenance  to  thofe  by  whofe  Induftry 
it  is  carried  on  here.  But  among  all  the  difadvantages  and  hardfhips  that  attend  the 
Planters  of  this  Colony,  the  prohibition  to  import  Tobacco  ftript  from  the  Stalk  by  a 
late  Adt  of  Parliament  is  the  moft  confiderable,  which  doth  not  only  hurt  them  in  a 
great  degree,  but  your  Petitioners  are  perfwaded  it  is  no  lefs  prejudicial  to  his  Majefty 
in  his  Revenue  of  Cuftoms,  and  to  the  Trade  of  this  Kingdom  For  experience  has  proved 
that  great  quantities  of  Tobacco,  which,  before  the  prohibition  was  made  very  fit  for 
the  home  Confumption  by  f tripping  it  from  the  Stalk,  and  was  f tripp’d  off  very  much  to 
the  advantage  of  the  planter,  is  now,  in  regard  to  the  badnefs  of  perhaps  one  half  of  the 
leaf,  either  thrown  away,  or  fold  at  a  very  low  price  to  mariners  and  others  who  cannot 
buy  it  with  any  other  defign,  than  by  running  it  to  defraud  his  Majefty  of  his  Cuftoms, 
and  injure  fair  Traders. 

Your  petitioners  therefore  pray  that  this  Honourable  Houfe  out  of  their  great 
wifdom  and  tender  care  for  the  common  good  of  all  the  Britifh  Subjects  will  be  pleased 
to  take  matter  in  their  Confideration,  and  give  the  poor  people  of  this  Dominion  fuch 
relief  as  to  them  fhall  feem  expedient.

Subjects,  the  Council  of  this  his  Colony,  now  met  in  General  Affembly,  return  you  our 
moft  fincere  Thanks  for  your  Affectionate  Speech  at  the  opening  this  Seffion. 

The  Law  for  amending  the  Staple  of  Tobacco  was  framed  on  fuch  honeft  and  juft 
Principles,  and  is  fo  well  adapted  to  retrieve  our  decayed  Trade,  that  the  Oppofition 
it  has  met  with  at  Home,  We  are  apprehenfive  muft  have  proceeded  from  a  Want  of 
Knowledge  of  our  Unhappy  Circumftances,  and  the  inevitable  Neceffity  of  reforming 
the  Abufes  in  the  Management  of  our  Staple. 

But  if  it  hath  received  a  more  Violent  Oppofition  here,  from  Men  who  have  been 
long  accuftomed  to  the  Vile  Practice  of  deceiving  their  Neighbours,  by  falfe  pack’d 
and  unmerchantable  Tobacco,  This  ought  to  be  no  Difcouragement  to  its  future  Execu¬ 
tion:  Nor  fhould  the  Publick  Good  of  the  Country  be  obftruCted  by  the  Clamour  of  a 
few  deluded  People  whofe  late  vain  and  impotent  Attempts  are  detefted  by  Every  One, 
who  hath  at  Heart  the  true  Intereft  of  this  Country. 

As  for  Us,  We  are  fully  perfwaded  We  cannot  better  recomend  ourfelves  to  the 
favour  of  our  moft  gracious  Sovereign,  nor  demonftrate  our  Regard  to  the  mutual 
Interefts  of  our  Mother  Country,  and  this  Colony,  than  by  purfuing  fuch  Meafures  as 
tend  to  the  fecuring  His  Majefty’s  Intereft  in  his  Cuftoms,  affording  a  valuable  Com¬ 
modity  for  fupplying  the  Britifh  and  forreign  Markets  (the  fureft  Means  of  enlarging 
the  Britifh  Trade)  and  the  recovering  to  the  honeft  and  induftrious  Planter  a  fuitable 
Return  for  his  Labour. 

And  as  thefe  were  the  Ends  propofed,  and  We  hope,  will  ftill  prove  the  happy  EffeCts 
of  this  Law,  So  We  muft  declare  our  Opinion  that  the  pooreft  Planter  hath  his  Intereft 
equally,  if  not  more  abundantly  advanced  by  it,  than  thofe  of  more  plentiful  Fortunes, 
who  are  far  from  repining  at  the  facrificing  part  of  their  private  Profits  to  the  Publick 
Good. 

We  beg  leave  to  affure  you,  Sir,  that  We  fhall  readily  concur  in  all  Meafures  that 
fhall  be  found  expedient  for  facilitating  the  Lading  and  Difpatch  of  the  Ships,  and  the 
rendering  the  Execution  of  this  Law  more  Eafy  and  agreeable.  And  fince,  by  your 
Clemency  to  Offenders  You  have  already  filenced  thofe  whom  Reafon  could  not  per- 
fwade,  We  doubt  not,  the  Confideration  of  their  own  Intereft  ftill  growing  more  Vifible 
under  thefe  Juft  and  Prudent  Regulations,  will  foon  diffipate  all  Difcontent  and  Oppo¬ 
fition.

The  Council  taking  into  Confideration  the  Unprecedented  method  taken  by  the 
Burgeffes  in  Caufmg  to  be  printed  and  publifhed  amongft  their  Votes  a  Paper  delivered 
to  the  Council  at  a  Conferrence  as  their  Reafons  for  difagreeing  to  the  Councils 
Amendments  to  the  Bill  for  the  Better  Regulation  of  the  Militia  and  perceiving 
the  defign  of  this  publication  to  be  an  Appeal  to  the  People,  and  an  Endeavour 
to  throw  the  blame  of  the  Mifcarriage  of  that  Bill  Solely  on  the  Council  think  fitt  for 
their  own  Vindication  to  Enter  the  following  Declaration  on  their  Journal  to  fet  that 
Matter  in  it’s  true  light 

The  Council  were  Senfible  that  a  better  Regulation  of  Militia  was  Neceffary,  and  it 
was  with  great  Satisfaction,  they  Underftood  the  Burgeffes  (in  purfuance  of  the  Gover¬ 
nors  Recommendation  in  his  Speech)  had  Refolved  on  a  Bill,  for  that  purpofe,  But  after 
fome  Weeks  fpent  in  Modeling  it,  when  it  was  fent  up  to  the  Council  it  Appeared,  That 
Except  the  Tax,  for  fumifhing  the  poorer  Inhabitants  with  Arms,  there  was  Very  little 
in  it,  but  what  was  better  provided  for  by  the  Laws  then  Subfifting,  It  is  Evident  that 
it  was  founded  on  a  Levelling  principle,  to  deprefs  the  Authority  of  the  Commanding 
Officers  of  the  Militia,  Even  fo  far  as  to  Reftrain  the  Captains  from  Exercifing  the 
Neceffary  Difcipline,  without  the  Content  of  the  Subalterns,  It  alfo  Appeared,  that  fome 
of  the  moft  Effential,  and  Ufefull  Claufes,  in  the  prefent  Adt,  were  Either  quite  Omitted, 
or  Altered  for  the  Worfe,  One  Inftance  among  many  was,  That  a  Trooper  might  Exempt 

himfelf 
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himfelf  from  Service,  even  in  times  of  Invafion  or  InfurreCtion,  for  the  Trifling  fine  of 
five  Shillings,  And  a  foot  Soldier  for  half  that  Sum, 

Thefe  and  other  Glaring  Def edits  in  that  Bill,  the  Council  Atempted  to  ReCtify, 
by  propofing  Such  Amendments,  as  they  thought  Unexceptionable,  And  as  the  Cir- 
cumftances  of  the  Cafe  Required,  thefe  Amendments  were  Indeed  many  and  Various, 
as  it  was  Neceffary  they  fhould  be,  The  Burgeffes  have  judged  them  fo,  by  Agreeing  to 
Divers  of  them,  on  the  firft  Reading,  and  to  Others  upon  the  Councils  Infifting  on  them, 
but  whether  they  Changed  their  Opinion,  or  not,  in  the  points  they  Yielded  up,  The 
Council  Submitt  to  the  Common  Judgment  of  Mankind,  if  they  are  not  more  Expedient, 
and  proper,  towards,  makeing  the  Bill  better  than  it  was  in  it’s  firft  Modell 

As  to  the  five  points  left  in  difpute,  And  on  which  the  Burgeffes  Offered  their 
Real'ons  for  their  Difagreement  with  the  Council,  As  foon  as  the  Burgeffes  Arguments 
came  to  be  Confidered,  the  Council  found  Reafon  to  SufpeCt  they  had  Contrived  them 
on  purpofe  to  Rid  themfelves  of  the  Tax,  of  Six  pence  head  on  Negroes,  Their  zeal 
for  that  was  now  fo  much  abated,  that  they  Seem’d  plainly  to  Repent  of  their  Generofity, 
in  Taxing  themfelves,  But  the  Council  defirous  to  hold  them  to  it,  Receded  from  their 
Amendment  Relateing  thereto,  as  they  did  likewife  from  Three  others,  with  which 
the  Burgeffes  feem’d  Diffatisfied,  And  this  they  did  not  from  any  force  in  their  Reafon- 
ing,  but  to  Avoid  Engaging  in  A  Controverfy  which  might  Endanger  the  Lofs  of  the 
Bill,  fince  the  Burgeffes  had  pofitively  declared,  that  tho’  One  of  the  points  in  debate, 
was  of  no  weight,  Yet  they  would  not  Recede  from  it. 

When  the  Council  came  to  Confider  the  Reafons  Offered  by  the  Burgeffes,  for 
Difagreeing  to  the  fifth  point  in  difpute,  they  were  not  a  little  Surprized  and  had  fome 
ground  to  hope,  That  they  might  Upon  Second  thoughts,  Agree  not  to  Infift  upon  them, 
But  the  Burgeffes,  determining  to  purfue  their  defign,  The  Council  could  by  no  means 
Suffer  themfelves  to  be  Convinced  by  Arguments,  which  Anfwered  themfelves,  and  did 
fo  little  Honour  to  thofe  who  Advanced  them,  They  were  therefore  Obliged  to  Adhere 
to  their  Amendment  and  lay  the  Mifcariage  of  the  Bill  at  the  Door  of  the  Burgeffes, 
However  fince  that  Houfe  has  been  pleaf ’d,  to  Expofe  their  Reafons,  by  printing  them, 
The  Council  think  themfelves  obliged  in  their  own  defence  to  fay  fomthing  to  fome  of 
the  moft  Remarkable  of  them — 

Firft  then,  the  Burgeffes  own  themfelves  Convinc’d,  that  frequent  Exercifing,  will 
train  men,  and  make  them  more  fit  for  Service  in  lefs  time,  then  probably  can  be  Ex¬ 
pected  from  the  Bill  as  it  then  Stood,  Yet  almoft  in  the  fame  breath,  They  Infift  Rather 
upon  Muftering  them  five,  then  Thirteen  times  a  Year,  This  is  the  force  of  this  Argu¬ 
ment,  when  dif entangled  from  the  perplexity  of  Circumlocution 

In  the  next  place  they  Acknowledge  the  Captains  have  A  power  given  them  by  the 
Bill  of  Calling  the  people  oft’ner  to  Mufter  than  five  times  a  Year,  and  doubt  not  but 
they  will  be  Obeyed,  If  then  the  men  are  fo  well  affeCted  to  frequent  Mufters,  Where’s 
the  hardfhip  of  Obliging  them  to  it  by  Law, 

Then  the  Burgeffes  would  Appear  tender  of  the  peoples  Intereft  by  their  Unwill- 
ingnefs  to  Expofe  them  to  heavy  fines,  This  would  be  Exceeding  kind,  But  Unluckily 
they  forgot,  that  a  foot  Soldier  who  fhould  abfent  himfelf  from  the  Thirteen  Mufters 
Recommended  by  the  Councils  Amendment,  would  come  much  Cheaper  off,  then  he 
doth  at  prefent  by  Defaulting  only  five  times,  So  that  after  all  their  Intended  Goodnefs 
to  the  poor  Freeholders,  can  have  Nothing  in  it  but  A  View  to  fome  future  Election 

Laftly,  As  to  that  Military  Pofition  That  the  Training  the  greater  part,  will  be  as 
Ufefull,  as  training  the  Whole,  It  requires  no  other  Anfwer,  but  only  to  dignify  it  in 
Italick  Characters,  as  fomething  very  Remarkable  and  Surprizing, 

Indeed,  all  the  Reafoning  in  that  Elaborate  performance  of  the  Burgeffes,  feems  to 
depend  on  that  kind  of  Logick,  which  proves  juft  the  Contrary  of  what  is  Infifted  Upon, 
There  feems  to  be  one  ffaCt  taken  for  Granted  by  the  Burgeffes,  which  for  their 
Honour  ’tis  hoped  muft  be  a  miftake,  They  roundly  Affert,  that  Mufters  have  in  a 
great  meafure  been  difcontinued  for  Fifteen  years  paft,  If  that  were  true,  it  muft  Re¬ 
flect 
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fledt  Very  much  on  the  Gentlemen  of  that  Houfe,  becaufe  they  have  moft  of  them  Mili¬ 
tary  Commiffions  and  ought  to  have  been  more  diligent  in  puting  the  Laws  in  Execution, 
but  the  Cafe  is  not  quite  fo  bad  as  thefe  Gentlemen  would  make  it,  becaufe  in  Several 
Counties  the  Officers  have  done  their  duty,  &  the  people  have  been  Exercifed  very  regu¬ 
larly  And  they  muft  be  put  in  mind  too,  that  for  thefe  laft  Eight  Years  paft,  there  has 
been  An  Adjutant,  whofe  duty  it  has  been  to  Train  the  Men  in  Every  County  by  Turns 
and  make  them  fit  for  Service,  fo  that  this  Affertion  proves  nothing,  but  that  fome 
Officers,  (whom  the  Burgeffes  beft  know)  have  been  very  Negligent 

Upon  the  whole  Matter,  ’tis  Realy  Very  Mifterious,  why  the  Burgeffes  Should 
Choofe  Rather  to  Loofe  a  Bill  in  the  framing  of  which  they  had  fpent  great  part  of  the 
Seffion,  then  allow  the  Council  to  make  this  One  Amendment,  fo  Neceffary,  for  Inftrudt- 
ing  the  poorer  Inhabitants  in  the  Exercife,  and  making  Ufefull,  in  their  hands,  thofe

We  are  fully  fenlible  Nothing  can  add  to  our  prefent  Happinefs  in  the  full  enjoyment 
of  our  Religious  &  Civil  Rights,  but  ye  receiving  frefh  tokens  of  our  being  protected  in 
thofe  Invaluable  Blef lings;  and  therefore,  Sir,  you  may  be  affured,  that  our  Behaviour 
on  all  Occafions  fhall  be  fuch  as  to  deferve  the  Continuance  of  yr  purfuing  his  Majefty’s 
Commands,  with  yr  ufual  regard  and  concern  for  us.  The  Paternal  care,  wch  his 
Majefty  has  fhewn  in  extending  his  Protection,  during  the  War,  to  the  remoteft  of  his 
Subjects,  gives  us  Hopes;  that  by  the  bleffing  of  God,  the  Greatnefs  of  his  Majefty’s 
Mind,  and  the  Wifdom  of  his  Councils,  will  prevail  Over  the  deligns  of  his  Enemies;  & 
foon  procure  an  Honourable  and  lafting  Peace  to  all  his  Subjects  the  foie  View  of  his 
Majefty’s  entring  into  this  Juft  and  Neceffary  War.

The  following  Reafons  were  deliver’d  in  writing  by  the  members  appointed  to 
manage  the  firft  Conference  on  the  Subject  matter  of  yr  Honrs  Amend1  to  the  Fee  Bill 
to  the  Managers  appointed  by  the  Burgeffes. 

Mr  Speaker  &  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes , 

The  Council  props ’d  this  Conference,  as  it  is  the  antient  Parliamentary  Method  to 
keep  up  a  good  underftanding  between  the  Houfes  fo  neceffary  for  ye  public  Service. 

When  they  faw  a  new  Claufe  in  the  Bill  directing  the  Juftices  to  infpedt  the  Records 
in  the  keeping  of  the  County  Court  Clerks,  they  did  not  doubt  but  the  Gentlemen  of 
the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  who  came  from  all  Parts  of  the  Colony,  had  been  inform’d  of 
great  abufes  Committed  by  thofe  Officers,  wherefore  they  can  by  no  means  think  that 
the  Remedy  propos’d  is  adequate  to  the  Mif chief,  as  the  Claufe  is  naked  and  unguarded; 
and  therefore  agreeable  to  the  method  of  the  Legiflature  of  this  &  other  Countries,  the 
Council  have  enforced  the  Performance  of  the  Duty  of  thefe  Officers  by  Penalties  in  their 
Amendment.  Without  this  the  Claufe  in  the  Bill  will  not  avail  in  cafe  of  Delinquency, 
for  the  Juftices  are  not  directed  where  to  apply  for  a  Remedy. 

As  the  Bill  now  ftands,  there  are  only  two  Ways  for  the  Juftices  to  Apply;  they 
muft  either  reprefent  the  matter  to  ye  Secretary  defiring  him  to  difplace  the  Offender,  or 
addrefs  the  Governor  to  order  a  Profecution;  the  firft  is  uncertain,  for  the  Strength  and 
Reafon  of  ye  Application  may  fometimes  fail;  in  the  other  Cafe,  upon  a  Profecution 
tho’  the  Offence  be  in  the  leffer  Degree  if  the  Judgment  Should  be  for  the  Forfeiture  of 
the  Penalty  in  the  Clerk’s  Bond  it  may  intirely  ruin  an  innocent  Family,  wch  will  be 
very  Severe,  efpecially  for  the  firft  Offence. 

This  Hardfhip  will  be  prevented  if  the  Burgeffes  agree  to  the  Councils  AmendnT 
and  the  publick  Intereft  effectually  preferv’d;  for  by  their  amendm'  the  Accufed  fhall 
have  a  fair  and  Legal  Tryal,  and  if  the  Rebuke  he  receives  upon  the  firft  Conviction 
has  not  ye  defir ’d  effeCt;  he  is  to  fuffer  doubly  upon  the  fecond,  and  if  he  becomes  incor¬ 
rigible  by  a  third  Offence,  he  is  depriv’d  of  the  Opportunity  of  injuring  the  Public  any 
more.  This  is  the  general  Courfe  in  the  Laws  of  our  Mother  Country,  and  feems  moft 
agreeable  to  the  mild  Juftice  of  an  Englifh  Government. 

There  is  no  Diminution  of  the  Power,  w**  is  lodged  in  the  Secretary  of  this  Colony, 
the  Clerks  are  his  Deputies,  and  he  may  be  as  careful  as  he  pleafes  to  prevent  their 
coming  under  the  Penalties  of  this  Law;  he  may  exercife  any  Power  he  has  by  his  Comis- 
fion  upon  them,  for  this  or  any  other  Offence  before  Profecution,  and  if  he  chufes  not  to 
have  the  Pain  of  being  fevere  ag‘  the  Offenders,  this  Amendm4  if  enaCted  into  a  Law,  will 
do  the  Publick  that  Juftice  w4*  they  hade  a  right  to. 

If  the  faithful  keeping  of  the  publick  Records  be  Neceffary  to  preferve  the  proper¬ 
ties  of  the  Council  &  their  defcendants,  it  is  as  neceffary  for  the  Burgeffes  &  theirs  as 
well  as  that  of  the  whole  Community;  fo  that  ’tis  our  mutual  Intereft  &  a  Juftice  to  our 
Country,  to  have  this  or  a  better  Method  made  a  Legal  one. 

Rewards  and  Punifhments,  are  the  Hinges  on  which  the  beft  regulated  Govemm*8 
turn,  this  Bill  gives  thofe  Officers  great  Rewards  for  the  Services  they  do,  which  makes 
it  highly  reafonable  they  fhould  be  punifh’d  when  they  negledt  to  do  their  Duty. 

The  Greatnefs  of  their  Truft,  and  the  Confequences  to  the  whole  Country,  adds 
ftrength  to  ev’ry  Reafon  for  this  Amendm1  and  as  both  Houfes,  have  by  enadting  the 
firft  Claufe,  agreed  that  there  is  fuch  an  Evil,  the  Council  hope  the  Reafon  of  both  Houfes 
will  unite  in  this  equal,  mild,  &  effectual  Remedy  by  which  the  Innocent  will  be  fecur’d, 
and  only  the  Guilty  fuffer.

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As  the  Council  have  often  demonftrated  the  fmcereft  Difpofition  to  preferve  a 
good  Correfpondence  with  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes,  and  ahvays  paid  a  due  Regard  to 
their  juft  Rights,  they  are  the  more  aftonifh’d  at  the  Refolves  in  their  printed  Journals 
of  the  10th  &  14th  of  this  Inftant,  by  which  the  Council  ftand  Accufed,  without  the  leaft 
Shadow  of  Reafon,  or  Juftice,  of  having  violated  an  undoubted  Right  and  Privilege  of 
their  Houfe.  Had  the  Burgeffes,  agreeably  to  the  Parliamentary  Method,  before  they 
made  thofe  hafty  Refolves,  vouchfaf’d  to  defire  the  Reafons  of  the  Council’s  Conduct, 
they  could  not  have  had  any  Thing  to  objeCt  to  it,  and  would  have  receiv’d  the  Fulleft 
Satisfaction. 

Whenever  either  Houfe  has  been  diffatisfy’d  with  the  other,  Conferrences  have 
been  ufually  defired,  and  the  SubjeCt  Matter  of  difpute  amicably  debated,  and  thereby 
Mifunderftandings  commonly  reCtify ’d,  and  that  Harmony  and  good  Agreement,  which 
ought  always  to  subfift  between  them,  cultivated  and  maintain’d.  But  fmce  the  Bur¬ 
geffes  have  prefum’d  to  run  counter  to  this  ancient,  decent,  and  eftablifh’d  Method, 
having  probably  had  nothing  lefs  in  their  thoughts  than  a  becoming  RefpeCt,  and  per¬ 
haps  confcious  that  they  had  acted  in  Oppofition  to  Reafon  and  Precedent ;  the  Council 
find  themf elves  under  the  unpleafmg  Neceffity  of  publickly  vindicating  the  Legality 
of  their  Proceeding  which  has  been  reflected  upon  with  fuch  miftaken  Heat,  and  un- 
paralled’d  Severity.  The  Queftion  is,  whether  the  Burgeffes  have  an  undoubted  Right 
to  fearch  the  Journals  of  the  Upper  Houfe  without  their  Leave?  The  Council  fay,  that 
the  conftant  and  uninterrupted  Practice  is  the  Law  of  Parliament;  that  this  pretended 
Right  now  claim’d  by  the  Burgeffes  was  unknown  to  any  preceding  Affembly;  that  the 
regular  Courfe  to  obtain  a  Knowledge  of  their  Proceedings  in  any  Matters  tranfaCted 
in  their  Houfe  is  by  a  Meffage  to  deflre  to  be  inform’d  thereof;  and  inflft  upon  this 
Method  being  agreeable  to  the  Proceedings  of  Affembly,  well  warranted  by  Precedent ; 
and  what  the  Burgeffes  could  never  have  doubted  of,  had  they  confulted  their  own 
Journals.  The  Council  to  confirm  their  Affertion,  and  to  prevent  all  future  Controverfy, 
have  thought  proper  to  exhibit  the  following  Copies  of  Entries  upon  their  Journals. 

In  their  Journal  of  the  20th  of  June  1730  there  is  enter’d  “A  Meffage  from  the  Houfe 
of  Burgeffes  by  Mr  Kemp  and  others, 

“ May  it  pleaje  Your  Honours, 

“The  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  being  inform’d  that  a  Paper  was  enter’d  in  Your  Journal 
on  Thurfday  laft  by  Richard  Fitzwilliam  Efq;  containing  feveral  unjuft  and  injurious 
Reflections  and  Calumnies  upon  them  and  their  Proceedings  highly  derogatory  to  the 
Honour  of  the  Houfe,  and  in  open  Breach  and  Violation  of  their  undoubted  Rights  & 
Privileges,  have  order’d  Us  to  deflre  Your  Honours  to  fend  them  a  Copy  of  that  paper 
as  it  is  entered  upon  Your  Journals. 

“The  Council  immediately  took  the  Meffage  into  Conflderation,  and  after  Debate 
thereon,  the  Queftion  was  put,  That  the  Copy  of  the  Journal  of  Thurfday  laft,  fo  far  as 
it  relates  to  Richard  Fitzwilliam  Efq;  be  lent  to  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes — It  pafs'd  in  the 
Affirmative.  And  a  Copy  was  accordingly  fent  to  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  General  Affembly. 

This  Precedent  was  made  when  Mr  Holloway  was  Speaker,  and  Mr  John  Randolph 
(who  drew  the  Meffage)  Clerk,  both  eminent  Lawyers,  well  acquainted  with  Parlia¬ 
mentary  Affairs,  jealous  and  careful  of  the  Privileges  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes. 

The  next  Precedent  is  on  the  Councils  Journal  of  the  25th  of  Auguft  1736,  when  Sir 
John  Randolph  was  Speaker,  as  follows

Thefe  Inftances  unconteftably  prove  whofe  Rights  have  been  invaded,  unanfwer- 
ably  shew  what  the  prefent  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  ought  to  have  done,  and  fufficiently 
juftify  the  Proceedings  of  the  Council  and  thefe  their  Refolves,

?.i,y  Becaufe  however  it  may  appear  to  be  merciful  with  Refpedt  to  thefe  Criminals, 
yet  it  is  certainly  cruel  to  our  Country  and  contrary  to  all  civil  Policy;  it  caufes  great 
Delays  in  the  Courts  of  Juftice  by  the  Time  employ’d  in  Criminal  Tryals,  and  as  we 
have  great  Numbers  of  Negroes  who  are  doom’d  as  well  as  their  Pofterity  to  perpetual 
Slavery;  and  as  it  has  been  truly  faid  that  Freedom  wears  a  Cap  that  can  without  a 
Tongue  call  together  all  thofe  that  long  to  fhake  off  the  Fetters  of  Slavery,  when  the 
Imports  of  Convidts  under  thefe  Encouragements  are  fufffciently  increas’d  who  are 
wicked  enough  to  join  our  Slaves  in  any  Mifchief,  it  may,  and  in  all  Probability  will 
bring  fure  and  fudden  Deftrudlion  on  all  his  Majefty’s  good  Subjedts  of  this  Colony. 

3d;*  Becaufe  putting  Volunteers  and  Convidts  on  the  fame  Footing  as  to  Rewards 
and  Punifhments,  is  difcouraging  the  Good  and  Encouraging  the  Bad;  for  what  honeft 
Man  would  chufe  to  ferve  in  a  Country  where  no  Diftindlion  is  made? 

4lhly  Becaufe  this  Encouragement  to  Convidts  will  be  a  great  Oppreffion  on  the 
poorer  Sort  of  Planters,  who  having  large  Families  to  Support,  and  not  Money  enough 
to  buy  a  Slave  and  the  ufual  Imports  of  indented  Volunteers  being  difcouraged,  have 
been  obliged  to  buy  Convidts,  who  having  a  long  Time  to  ferve,  and  only  the  firft  Pur- 
chafe  to  pay,  came  cheaper  to  them;  and  tempted  them  to  run  the  Rifque,  and  by  this 
Pradtice  the  Intent  of  the  Adt  of  Parliament  was  comply ’d  with,  and  the  Labour  of 
wicked  Men  turn’d  to  the  Profit  of  the  poor  induftrious  Planter.  But  when  they  are 
to  pay  Three  Pounds  Ten  Shillings,  as  this  Law  diredts  for  Freedom  Dues,  it  will  take 
away  One  Year’s  Profit,  which  is  too  much  for  a  poor  Man  to  be  loaded  with. 

5,hly  Becaufe  this  Encouragement  to  Convidts  will,  like  a  two  edged  Sword  cut 
both  ways:  for  as  it  is  well  known  that  they  hold  a  Correfpondence  with  the  Gangs  of 
Theives  they  came  from,  fo  they  will,  no  Doubt,  acquaint  them  with  our  Tendernefs 
and  Countenance  towards  them,  which  may  be  a  Temptation  to  them  to  perfift  in  their 
evil  Ways;  fince  their  Punifhment  will  be  only  the  being  deftin’d  to  live  better  than 
perhaps  they  ever  did  in  their  Lives — Thus  will  the  poor  be  burden’d  with  an  additional 
Tax  on  their  Labour  and  the  Country  overwhelm’d  with  an  Inundation  of  all  Sorts  of 
Theives 

6ll,,y  Becaufe  if  it  intends  the  Difcouragement  of  Convidts  it  will  be  flying  in  the 
Face  of  an  Adt  of  Parliament,  which  in  Duty  we  ought  not  to  do;  nor  can  we  advife 
the  Governor  to  pafs  fuch  a  Law  and  may  if  pafs’d  here  occafion  its  Repeal  in  Great 
Britain,  fo  fhall  we  lofe  the  Benefit  of  thofe  Parts  of  the  Law  that  are  of  public  Utility. 

y,hly  Becaufe  it  may  confirm  an  Odium  on  this  Country,  that  we  are  like  thofe  we 
encourage  and  honeft  Men  will  not  chufe  to  live  in  fuch  Company- 

Lajtly.  This  Part  of  the  Law  muft  neceffarily  tend  either  to  obftrudt  the  Execution

ift  Becaufe  the  Bill  now  paffed  is  to  repeal  two  Laws  of  the  greateft  Confequence 
to  the  Country,  the  firft  in  the  4th  Year  of  Queen  Ann  cap.  23d  intitled  An  Ad  for  the 
better  Setling  and  Prefervation  of  Eftates  within  this  Dominion ;  the  other  in  the  firft  Year 
of  King  George  the  firft  chap.  11th  commonly  called  the  Explanatory  Ad.  the  firft  of 
which  ACts  was  made  by  our  wife  Anceftors  on  a  deliberate  Confideration  of  the  Circum- 
ftances  of  our  Country,  and  after  two  and  twenty  Years  Experience  was  found  to  anfwer 
the  Purpofes  of  the  Makers  and  fo  declared  in  the  Preamble  to  the  Explanatory  Ad  in 
1727.  in  thefe  Words,  “Whereas  the  ACt  made  hath  been  found  by  Experience  very 
beneficial  for  the  Prefervation  and  Improvement  of  the  Eftates  in  this  Colony. 

2dly  Becaufe  it  does  not  appear  to  Me  that  any  Experience  fince  has  contradicted 
what  the  Legiflature  in  1727.  declared,  there  having  been  no  Grievance  prefented  from 
the  People  to  this  Seffion  defiring  the  Repeal  of  thefe  Laws,  which  certainly  would  have 
been  the  Cafe  if  it  had  been  true,  fince  the  People  have  a  regular  Method  prefcribed  by 
Law  to  make  their  Complaints  known  to  the  Legiflature,  and  are  apt  enough  to  complain. 

3dly  Becaufe  thefe  Laws  are  now  fo  well  underftood  that  few  Controverfies  can 
arife  hereafter,  and  Negros,  being  the  moft  valuable  Part  of  our  Property,  without 
whom  our  Lands  are  of  little  Value,  are  by  thefe  Laws  fetled  in  the  moft  advantageous 
Manner  with  Juftice  and  Equity. 

4 thly  Becaufe  this  Period  of  Time  from  1705.  to  1749.  in  which  thefe  Laws  have 
been  in  Force  and  Ufe,  the  Country  had  increas'd  in  Riches  and  Strength  much  more 
than  from  its  firft  Plantation  to  that  Time,  which  if  it  does  not  prove  the  Goodnefs  of 
thefe  Laws  beyond  Contradiction,  yet  it  certainly  proves  they  were  not  bad,  and  the 
Prefumption  is  in  their  Favour,  and  ftrongly  fo. 

$,hly  Becaufe  the  Law  that  is  now  pafs’d  will  make  the  Land  a  Burden  to  the 
Heir,  and  inftead  of  being  able  as  the  Head  of  the  Family  to  preteCt  and  help  his  younger 
Brethren,  will  be  obliged  to  fell  his  Patrimony  to  pay  the  younger  Children  the  Value  of 
the  Negros,  or  to  buy  others  to  work  the  Remainder  of  his  Lands. 

(ythiy  Becaufe  as  our  Lands  are  of  little  Value  without  Negros,  the  Power  of  annexing 
and  intailing  them  is  the  beft  Method  that  can  be  devifed  to  keep  Eftates  in  Families, 
and  the  greateft  Incitement  to  Induftry,  agreeable  to  natural  AfTeCtion,  and  on  which 
the  Profperity  of  the  Country  very  much  depends. 


Laftly 
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Lafily  Becaufe  it  is  not  fafe  to  alter  a  Conftitution,  by  which  our  Properties  will 
be  fluctuating  and  unftable  as  the  Rivers  of  Waters,  and  therefore  I  conceive  that  the 
Law  now  pal's ’d  may  be  compared  to  the  Trojan  Horfe,  and  is  big  with  the  Ruin  of 
my  Country.

To  the  King  s  mo  ft  Excellent  Majefty 

The  humble  Addrefs  and  Reprefentation  of  the  Council  and  Burgeffes  of  this  Your 
Majefty' s  antient  Colony  and  Dominion  of  Virginia  now  met  in  General  Affembly, 

Sheweth 

That  purfuant  to  the  Conftitution  of  this  Colony,  as  eftablifh’d  by  Your  Majefty 's 
Royal  Predeceffors,  Your  Majefty  was  gracioufly  pleafed  by  your  Comiffion  under  your 
Great  Seal,  appointing  the  Right  Honourable  William  Ann  Earl  of  Albemarle  to  be  your 
Lieutenant  and  Governor  General  of  this  your  Colony  and  Dominion  of  Virginia,  “to 
give  and  grant  unto  him  the  laid  William  Ann  Earl  of  Albemarle  full  Power  and  Au¬ 
thority  with  the  Advice  and  Confent  of  the  Council,  from  Time  to  Time  as  Need  fhall 
require,  to  fummon  and  call  General  Affemblies  of  the  Freeholders  and  Planters  within 
this  faid  Government,  according  to  the  Ufage  of  the  Colony  and  Dominion  of  Virginia, 
and  to  declare  your  Royal  Will  and  Pleafure  that  the  Perfons  thereupon  duly 
elected  by  the  major  Part  of  the  Freeholders  of  the  refpective  Counties  and 
Places,  and  fo  returned,  fhall  before  their  Sitting  take  the  Oaths  mentioned  in 
the  Act  intituled  An  Ad  for  the  further  Security  of  his  Majefty' s  Perfon  and  Government 
and  ihe  Succeffion  of  the  Crown  in  the  Heirs  of  the  late  Princefs  Sophia,  being  Proteftants, 
and  for  extinguifhing  the  Hopes  of  the  pretended  Prince  of  Wales  and  his  open  and  fecret 
Abettors,  as  alfo  make  and  fubfcribe  the  Declaration."  “And  ali'o  to  give  Power  and  Au¬ 
thority  to  the  faid  William  Earl  of  Albemarle  with  the  Confent  of  the  Council  &  Affem¬ 
bly,  or  the  major  Part  of  them  refpedtively,  to  make  conftitute  and  ordain  Statutes  and 
Ordinances  for  the  public  Peace  Welfare  and  good  Government  of  the  faid  Colony, 
and  the  People  and  Inhabitants  thereof;  and  fuch  others  as  fhall  thereto  refort 
and  for  the  Benefit  of  Your  Majefty,  your  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  which  faid  Laws 
Statutes  and  Ordinances  are  not  to  be  repugnant  to  but  as  near  as  may  be 
agreeable  to  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  the  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  Provided  that  all 
fuch  Laws  Statutes  and  Ordinances  of  what  Nature  or  Duration  foever,  be  within  three 
Months  or  fooner  after  the  making  thereof  tranfmitted  unto  Your  Majefty  under  your 
Seal  of  Virginia,  for  Your  Majefty’s  Approbation  or  Difallowance  of  the  fame,  as  alfo 
Duplicates  thereof  by  the  next  Conveyance  And  in  cafe  any  or  all  of  the  faid  Laws 
Statutes  and  Ordinances  not  before  confirmed  by  Your  Majefty  fhall  at  any  time  be 
difallowed  and  not  approved  and  fo  fignified  by  Your  Majefty  Your  Heirs  or  Succeffors 
under  your  or  their  Sign  Manual  and  Signet,  or  by  Order  of  your  Privy  Council,  unto 
him  the  faid  William  Ann  Earl  of  Albemarle,  or  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  faid 
Colony  for  the  Time  being,  then  Such  and  fo  many  of  the  faid  Laws  Statutes  and  Ordi¬ 
nances  as  fhall  be  difallowed  and  not  approved  fhall  from  thenceforth  ceafe  determine 
and  become  utterly  void  and  of  none  Effedt.” 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant  Governor  Council  and  Burgeffes  of  this  Your  Majefty’s 
Colony  taking  into  Confideration  that  many  of  the  Laws  and  Statutes  had  of  late  Years 
been  either  intirely  or  in  Part  repealed  and  others  of  them  expired,  altered,  amended,  or 
explained,  from  whence  great  Miftakes  and  Inconveniences  had  arifen,  for  preventing 
whereof  for  the  future  a  Committee  of  the  Council  and  Affembly  of  this  Colony  was 
appointed  to  revife,  alter,  or  amend  all  or  any  of  the  faid  Laws  and  Statutes,  and  reduce 
the  fame  into  Bills  to  be  reported  to  the  next  Meeting  of  the  General  Affembly  Which 
Service  was  perform’d  by  Virtue  of  the  Power  fo  given  to  the  faid  Committee. 

That  the  faid  Laws  fo  reviled  alter’d  or  amended,  or  fo  many  of  them  as  were 
approved  and  enadted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  Council  and  Burgeffes,  were,  pur¬ 
fuant  to  Your  Majefty’s  Inftrudtions  and  Royal  Comand  to  your  Governor,  transmitted 
for  Your  Majefty’s  Approbation  or  Difallowance  of  the  fame.  Ten  of  which 
Laws  Your  Majefty  was  pleafed,  by  Your  Order  in  Your  Privy  Council  under  Your 
Sign  Manual  bearing  Date  at  5l  fames's,  October  31.  1751.  to  repeal  and  declare  void  and 
of  none  Effedt. 


And 
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And  Whereas  Your  Majefty  has  been  pleafed  by  your  Royal  Inftrudtion  to  your 
Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  to  diredt  that  “no  Law  fhall  be  reenacted  in  this 
Colony  to  which  the  Affent  of  Your  Majefty  or  Your  Royal  Predeceffors  hath  once 
been  refufed,  without  exprefs  Leave  for  that  Purpofe  firft  obtained,  upon  a  full  Repre- 
fentation  to  your  Majefty,  and  to  your  Commiffioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations,  of 
the  Reafon  and  Neceffity  for  paffing  fuch  Law.”  We  therefore  maturely  deliberating 
thereon  and  conceiving  fome  of  the  faid  repealed  Laws  to  be  of  great  Utility  and  well 
calculated  to  promote  the  public  Peace  Welfare  and  good  Government  of  this  Colony, 
and  not  repugnant  to  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  Great-Britain,  do  in  all  Humility  beg 
Leave,  purfuant  to  your  Majefty ’s  laft  mentioned  Inftrudlion,  to  reprefent  to  Your 
Majefty  the  Reafons  and  Neceffity  upon  which  they  were  paffed,  which  Reafons  are 
tranfmitted  with  this  our  humble  Addrefs  and  Reprefentation.  And  We  intreat  Your 
Majefty,  that,  having  taken  the  fame  into  your  Royal  Confideration,  You  will  be 
gracioufly  pleafed  to  grant  Your  Permiffion,  that  the  fame,  or  fo  many  of  the  faid  re¬ 
pealed  Laws  as  to  Your  Majefty  in  your  great  Wifdom  fhall  feem  expedient,  may  be 
reenadled,  and  that  You  will  give  Inftrudlions  to  your  Governor  or  Commander  in 
Chief  for  the  Time  being  accordingly. 

That  as  We  conceive  according  to  the  antient  Conftitution  andUfage  of  this  Colony, 
all  Laws  enatrted  here  for  the  public  Peace  Welfare  and  good  Government  thereof,  and 
not  repugnant  to  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  Great  Britain,  have  always  been  taken  and 
held  to  be  in  full  Force,  until  Your  Majefty ’s  Difallowance  thereof  is  notified  here,  and 
that  the  fame  may  be  revifed  alter’d  and  amended  from  Time  to  Time  as  our  Exigencies 
may  require  But  that  when  a  Law  enadled  here  hath  once  received  Your  Majefty’s 
Approbation,  and  hath  been  confirmed,  finally  enabled,  and  ratified,  the  fame  cannot 
by  the  Legiflature  here  be  revifed  altered  or  amended,  without  a  Claufe  therein  to  fus- 
pend  the  Execution  thereof  ’til  Your  Majefty’s  Pleafure  fhall  be  known  therein,  even 
tho’  our  Neceffities  for  an  immediate  Revifal  Alteration  or  Amendment  be  ever  fo 
preffing. 

We  cannot  therefore  but  exprefs  our  deep  Concern  at  Your  Majefty’s  having  in 
fuch  folemn  Manner  confirmed  and  ratified  Fifty  Seven  of  the  ’foremen tioned  Revifed 
A<5ls,  that  We  apprehend  We  have  not  full  Power  now  to  revife  alter  or  amend  the 
fame,  without  fuch  fufpending  Claufe,  which  if  underftood  in  a  ftridt  Senfe  will  Pubjedt 
Us  to  great  Hardfhips  and  Inconveniences,  finee  it  is  not  within  the  Reach  of  human 
Forefight  to  form  any  Laws  but  what  may  from  Experience  be  found  to  want  neceffarv 
and  fometimes  fpeedy  Amendments. 

Wherefore  We  pray  Your  Majefty  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  take  this  our  un¬ 
happy  Cafe  into  your  ferious  Confideration  and  that  You  will  fignify  to  your  Lieutenant 
Governor  that  it  was  not  your  Royal  Intention  to  fix  thofe  confirmed  Laws  fo  unalter¬ 
ably  upon  Us,  but  that  the  fame  may  be  altered  or  amended  from  Time  to  Time  as  the 
Circumftances  of  this  Country  may  require,  for  the  public  Peace  Welfare  and  good 
Government  thereof,  and  provided  the  fame  fhall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  Laws  and 
Statutes  of  Great-Britain  Always  having  a  due  Regard  not  to  enadl  any  Laws  to  take 
Effedl  immediately  that  your  Majefty  hath  inftrudled  your  Governor  or  Commander 
in  Chief  not  to  pafs  without  a  fufpending  Claufe  ’til  your  Royal  Affent  may  be  had 
thereto. 

Our  Gratitude  will  not  fuffer  Us  to  conclude  this  our  humble  Addrefs  and  Repre¬ 
fentation  without  acknowledging  a  juft  Senfe  of  your  Majefty’s  Wifdom  in  repealing 
certain  of  our  revifed  Laws,  which,  upon  our  further  Confideration,  occafioned  by  your 
Majefty’s  Order  in  Council  aforefaid,  We  are  convinced  were,  by  fome  Omiffions,  not 
fitly  framed,  fully  to  anfwer  the  Purpofes,  for  which  they  were  intended. 

And  We  pray  that  the  fame  Divine  Providence  which  hath  hitherto  continued 
Your  Majefty  a  Bleffing  to  all  your  good  Subjects,  may  preferve  your  Majefty  in  the 
peaceable  Enjoyment  of  your  Throne  to  a  Fullnefs  of  Days;  when  You  may  willingly 
refign  the  fame  to  your  illuftrious  Offfpring,  to  whom  the  fame  Duty,  Loyalty,  and 
Obedience  will  ever  be  paid  by  your  faithful  People  of  Virginia. 


An 
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An  Ad  for  allowing  Fairs  to  be  kept  in  the  Town  of  Suffolk  and  preventing  Hogs  and 
Goats  going  at  large  therein  and  for  altering  the  Times  of  holding  Fairs  in  the  Town  of 
New  Caftle. 

An  Ad  for  eftablifhing  a  Town  in  Augufta  County  and  allowing  Fairs  to  be  kept 
therein. 

Thefe  Adts  are  agreeable  to  others  paffed  in  former  Affemblies  and  their  Preambles 
fhew  their  Utility  and  Defign.  The  fmall  Number  of  Inhabitants  and  the  Want  of 
Perfons  properly  qualify’d  to  conftitute  a  Corporation  is  the  Reafon  that  Your  Majefty’s 
Lieutenant  Governor  hath  not  granted  thefe  Towns  a  Charter. 

To  affefs  a  Toll  on  the  Commodities  brought  to  thefe  Fairs  would  fruftrate  the 
Intents  of  the  Adts.  Neither  do  the  People  defire  a  Court  of  Piepowder;  their  monthly 
County  Courts  and  the  Authority  allowed  your  Majefty’s  Juftices  of  the  Peace  being 
fufffcient  to  determine  their  Differences.  Nor  would  your  General  Affembly  of  this 
Colony  have  prefumed  to  enadt  thefe  Laws  without  inferting  a  Provifo  that  Nothing 
therein  contained  fhould  derogate  from,  alter,  or  infringe  Your  Royal  Power  of  granting 
to  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  Bodies  Politic  or  Corporate  the  Privilege  of  holding  Fairs  in 
fuch  Manner  as  Your  Majefty  your  Heirs  and  Succeffors  fhould  think  fit;  well  knowing 
how  unbecoming  it  would  be  in  them  to  prefume  to  adt  contrary  to  your  Majefty’s 
Royal  Prerogative,  which  has  ever  been  efteemed  equally  dear,  facred,  and  inviolable 
with  their  own  Rights  and  Liberties. 

An  Ad  to  prevent  the  Building  of  Wooden  Chimnies  in  the  Town  of  Walkerton  and 
alfo  to  prevent  the  Inhabitants  thereof  f  rom  raifing  and  keeping  Hogs. 

Adts  of  this  Nature  have  been  paffed  every  Seffion  of  Affembly  of  late  Years  to 
fome  of  which  Your  Majefty  hath  been  gracioufly  pleafed  to  affent  But  what  chiefly 
induced  your  Affembly  to  pafs  this  Adt  was  the  Prefervation  of  the  public  Warehoufes 
for  the  Reception  of  Tobacco  in  this  Town  from  the  Danger  of  Fire. 

An  Ad  for  the  better  Support  of  the  College  of  William  and  Mary. 

By  this  Adt  the  Adts  [Adt]  of  the  fourth  of  Queen  Ann  intituled  An  Ad  for  laying  an 
Impofition  upon  Skins  and  Furrs  for  the  better  Support  of  the  College  of  William 
and  Mary  in  Virginia  And  the  Ad  for  the  better  Support  and  Encouragement  of  the 
College  of  William  and  Mary  in  Virginia,  made  in  the  Eighth  Year  of  your 
Majefty’s  Reign  (To  which  laft  A6t  Your  Majefty  was  pleafed  to  give  your  Royal 
Affent)  were  reduced  into  one  Adt  and  reenacted  in  Subftance  with  no  other 
Alteration  than  the  increafmg  the  Duty  upon  every  Raw  Hide  from  Three  Pence  to  Six 
Pence  and  repealing  the  Adt  made  in  the  Eighteenth  Year  of  your  Majefty’s  Reign  for 
amending  the  firft  of  thefe  two  Adts  which  laid  an  additional  Duty  of  Two  Shillings  and 
Six  Pence  on  every  Raw  Hide  and  Five  Shillings  on  every  Tanned  Hide  exported. 

The  Inducement  your  Affembly  had  for  this  Alteration  was  to  colle<5t  feparate  Laws 
relating  to  the  fame  Subjedt  into  One  Adt,  and  for  the  Benefit  &  Support  of  the  College, 
the  only  public  Seminary  of  Learning  in  this  Colony,  always  favour’d  by  your  Majefty 
and  your  Royal  Predeceffor8,  and  encouraged  by  your  Affemblies  here.  Raw  Hides  are 
exported  from  hence  in  greater  Abundance  than  Tanned.  The  Duties  impofed  by  the 
Adt  of  the  Eighteenth  Year  of  your  Majefty’s  Reign  were  fo  high  as  in  Effedt  to  amount 
to  a  Prohibition,  for  which  Reafon  it  was  repealed,  and  thefe  Duties  fubftituted.  Six 
Pence  on  a  Raw  Hide  increafes  the  College  Revenue,  is  eafily  borne  by  the  Commodity, 
and  not  complained  of  by  the  Trader  or  Exporter. 

An  Ad  to  prevent  the  Tending  of  Seconds. 

Experience  convinced  the  Legiflature  that  turning  out  and  tending  Seconds  of 
Tobacco  depreciated  that  Staple  Commodity  and  threatened  the  Ruin  of  the  Trade 
Whereupon  several  Adts  of  Affembly  were  made  to  provide  againft  that  Evil;  particu¬ 
larly  An  Adt  of  the  fourth  Year  of  the  late  Queen  Ann  For  improving  the  Staple  of 
Tobacco  and  for  regulating  the  Size  and  Tare  of  Tobacco  Hogfheads,  which  has  the 
Sandtion  of  her  Royal  Affent  Another  made  in  the  Seventh  Year  of  the  Reign  of  his  late 
Majefty  King  George  the  Firft  of  bleffed  Memory  For  the  more  effedtual  preventing  the 
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Tending  of  Seconds.  Another  of  the  third  and  fourth  Years  of  Your  Majefty’s  Reign 
For  repealing  the  Adi  for  the  better  and  more  effedlual  improving  the  Staple  of  Tobacco 
and  for  the  better  Execution  of  the  Laws  now  in  Force  againft  Tending  Seconds  and  for 
the  further  Prevention  thereof  And  another  of  the  Tenth  of  your  Majefty’s  Reign  to 
prevent  cuting  up  Tobacco  Suckers.  Upon  the  Revifal  of  their  Laws  your  Affembly 
reduced  fuch  Claufes  of  thefe  Adis  (except  the  firft)  into  One  Adi  with  an  Amendment 
That  if  any  Plants  fhould  be  deftroy’d  by  Tempeft  or  otherwife  when  growing  and 
thrown  away  without  being  cured  or  houfed,  any  Perfon  might  raife  and  tend  Seconds 
or  Slips  upon  the  fame  Stalks  without  incurring  a  Penalty  which  they  humbly  conceive 
to  be  conformable  to  the  Spirit  of  the  former  Laws,  and  founded  on  Reafon  and  Juftice. 
For  tho’  the  Policy  of  thefe  Laws  is  to  prevent  the  utter  Lofs  of  the  Tobacco  Trade  by 
overftocking  the  Markets  with  bad  Tobacco,  it  does  not  intend  to  ruin  the  Planter  whofe 
whole  Support  depends  on  his  Crop  frequently  expofed  to  Tempefts,  and  there  is  no 
Danger  of  making  two  Crops  from  the  fame  Plant,  where  what  they  call  Firfts  have 
been  deftroyed.  If  this  Adi  was  repealed  upon  an  Opinion  that  the  preventing  the 
tending  and  making  Tobacco  from  Slips  or  Suckers  will  fo  much  leffen  the  Quantity  of 
Tobacco  imported  into  Great  Britain  as  to  diminifh  your  Majefty’s  Revenue  arifing  from 
that  Commodity  We  beg  Leave  to  obferve  that  from  a  Law  of  the  like  Nature  which 
hath  been  in  Force  more  than  forty  Years  no  fuch  Effedt  hath  been  produced;  but  during 
that  Time  We  have  always  made  as  much  Tobacco  as  Great  Britain  and  all  its  various 
Branches  of  Foreign  Trade  could  find  Markets  for.  And  to  encourage  the  making 
greater  Quantities  than  can  be  fold  will  immediately  ruin  the  Planter,  and  in  Confe- 
quence  the  Trade  too. 

An  Ad  for  Eftablifhing  the  General  Court  and  for  Regulating  and  Settling  the  Pro¬ 
ceedings  therein. 

This  Adi  contained  little  more  than  a  Colledlion  of  former  Adis  relating  to  this  Court 
and  the  Rules  of  Pradtice.  It  alter’d  the  Returns  of  fome  of  the  Procefs  for  the  Eafe  of 
the  Court,  the  Benefit  of  the  Suitors,  and  the  Convenience  of  the  Attornies;  limited 
Appeals  from  the  inferior  Courts  to  Ten  Pounds,  inftead  of  Five  Pounds.  Which  Limi¬ 
tation  is  alfo  in  the  Adi  for  eftablifhing  the  County  Courts  and  for  regulating  and  Settling 
the  Proceedings  therein,  confirmed  by  Your  Majefty.  And  alfo  limited  Original  Procefs 
to  Twenty  Pounds  Current  Money  or  Four  Thoufand  Pounds  of  Tobacco,  inftead  of 
Ten  Pounds  Sterling  or  Two  Thoufand  Pounds  of  Tobacco,  with  a  View  to  keep  up  the 
Dignity  of  the  Court,  to  prevent  in  fome  Meafure  the  too  great  Increafe  of  Bufinefs, 
and  to  hinder  litigious  Perfons  from  harrafing  their  Debtors  in  this  Court  for  fmall 
Debts,  where  the  Delays  occafioned  by  the  Multiplicity  of  Caufes,  the  Cofts  and  At¬ 
tendance  of  the  Parties,  are  more  burthenfome  than  in  the  inferior  Courts,  which  have 
competent  Jurifdidlion  of  fuch  Suits.  The  good  Effedts  of  this  Law  began  to  appear 
during  its  fhort  Continuance. 

An  Ad  declaring  Slaves  to  be  perfonal  Eftate,  and  for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned. 

Slaves  are  in  their  Nature  perfonal  Eftate,  and  not  real,  and  fo  continued  in  this 
Colony  til  the  fourth  of  Queen  Ann,  when  the  Legiflature  declared  them  real  Eftate; 
but  with  fo  many  Provisoes  and  Exceptions  that  they  remained  perfonal  Eftate  in  many 
Inftances.  They  might  be  fold,  fued  for,  and  taken  in  Execution  as  Chattels,  and  were 
not  to  Efcheat;  they  remained  as  perfonal  Affets  in  the  Hands  of  the  Adminil'trator, 
and  yet  defcended  to  the  Heir  at  Law  as  real  Eftate.  He  was  anfwerable  for  a  pro¬ 
portionable  Part  of  their  appraifed  Value  to  his  Younger  Brothers  and  Sifters;  except 
of  those  who  were  alloted  to  the  Widow  for  her  Dower,  which  he  took  wholly  to  himfelf 
upon  her  Death. 

In  the  firft  Year  of  your  Majefty’s  Reign  Another  Adi  was  made  to  explain  and 
amend  the  former  And  by  that  Wives  Slaves  were  vefted  in  their  Hufbands;  they  were 
only  to  be  given  or  bequeathed  as  Chattels,  and  no  Remainder  of  them  was  to  be  limited 
otherwife  than  as  a  Chattel  Perfonal  by  the  Rules  of  the  Common  Law.  An  Infant  of 
the  Age  of  Eighteen  Years  might  devife  them  away,  but  they  were  not  to  be  forfeited, 

except 
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except  in  Cafes  where  Lands  and  Tenements  are  forfeited;  and  the  Value  of  the  Slaves 
of  Mothers  dying  Inteftate,  other  than  her  Dower  Slaves,  was  made  diftributable,  as 
in  the  Cafe  of  a  Father.  It  alfo  allowed  and  fettled  a  Method  for  annexing  Slaves  to 
Lands  in  Tail,  and  declared  that  fuch  Slaves  and  their  Increafe  fhould  pafs  and  defcend 
with  the  Land  as  Part  of  the  Freehold.  But  provided  that  fuch  Slaves  might  be  taken 
in  Execution,  and  fold  for  the  Debts  of  the  Tenant  in  Tail  for  the  Time  being,  and  fuch 
Sale  fhould  barr  the  Intail.  This  laft  Aft  being  in  the  firft  Part  explanatory,  was  pro¬ 
ductive  of  many  Suits;  it  was  thought  to  look  back  to  the  firft  Law  made  Twenty  Two 
Years  before,  deftroy’d  old  Titles,  and  created  new,  and  was  attended  with  fuch  Doubts, 
Variety  of  Opinions,  and  Confufion,  that  new  Points  are  even  yet  ftarted,  and  unde¬ 
termin’d.  To  remedy  which  it  was  thought  beft  to  reduce  them  to  their  natural  Con¬ 
dition,  fo  that  they  might  not  at  the  fame  Time  be  real  Eftate  in  fome  Refpedts,  perfonal 
in  others,  and  both  in  others;  and  as  the  Younger  Children  were  intitled  to  a  propor¬ 
tionable  Part  of  the  Value  of  the  Slaves  defcended  from  a  Father  or  Mother  they  might 
alfo  fhare  with  their  elder  Brother  when  their  Collateral  Relations  died  inteftate,  which 
they  could  not  do  before —  Nor  did  your  Affembly  think  it  beneficial  or  convenient 
to  continue  the  Method  of  intailing  Negros  any  longer.  They  faw  that  Slaves  could 
not  be  kept  on  the  Lands  to  which  they  were  annexed  without  manifeft  Prejudice  to 
the  Tenant  in  Tail.  Becaufe  in  Time  they  overftocked  the  Plantations,  and  often  the 
Tenant  was  the  Proprietor  of  Fee  Simple  Lands  much  fitter  for  Cultivation  than  his 
intailed  Lands,  where  he  could  wrork  his  Slaves  to  a  greater  Advantage.  But  on  the  other 
hand  the  frequent  removing  and  fettling  them  on  other  Lands  in  other  Counties  and 
Parts  of  the  Colony,  far  diftant  from  the  County  Court,  where  the  Deeds  or  Wills 
which  annexed  them  were  recorded,  and  the  intail  Lands  lay;  the  Confufion  occafioned 
by  their  Mixture  with  Fee  Simple  Slaves  of  the  fame  Name  and  Sex,  and  belonging  to 
the  fame  Owner;  the  Uncertainty  of  diftinguifhing  One  from  Another  after  feveral 
Generations,  No  Regifter  of  their  Genealogy  being  kept,  and  none  of  them  having  Sur¬ 
names,  were  great  Mifchiefs  to  Purchafers,  [Strangers,  and  Creditors,  who  were  often 
unavoidably  deceived  in  their  Purchafes,]  and  hinder’d  in  the  Recovery  of  their  juft 
Debts.  It  alfo  leffen’d  the  Credit  of  the  Country;  it  being  dangerous  for  the  Merchants 
of  Great  Britain  to  truft  Poffeffors  of  many  Slaves,  for  Fear  the  Slaves  might  be  intailed. 
And  fhould  Credit  be  deftroyed  in  a  trading  Country,  as  ours  may  be  properly  called, 
the  Confequence  might  be  fatal.  Virginia  Eftates  are  attended  with  a  certain  large 
and  yearly  Expence  in  furnifhing  thefe  Slaves  with  Cloathing,  Food,  and  Tools,  paying 
their  public  Poll  Taxes,  and  the  Quit-Rents  of  the  Land.  The  Profits  arifing  from  the 
Crops  of  Tobacco,  and  Indian  Corn,  are  precarious,  and  often  deftroyed  by  Gufts, 
Droughts,  and  other  Cafualties.  But  in  fuch  Cafes- if  the  Mafter  cannot  be  trufted 
for  Neceffaries,  till  he  makes  another  Crop,  himfelf,  Family,  Slaves,  and  Stocks,  muft 
be  in  miferable  and  ftarving  Circumftances. 

Befides  the  Claufe  for  fubjedting  intailed  Slaves  to  be  taken  in  Execution  for  the 
Debts  of  the  Tenant  in  Tail  for  the  Time  being,  in  Effedt  annuls  the  former  provifion; 
becaufe  an  unthrifty  or  defigning  Tenant  by  running  in  Debt,  or  borrowing  Money,  and 
then  conf effing  Judgment,  and  getting  his  Creditors  to  fue  out  Executions  againft  the 
intailed  Slaves,  might  defeat  their  Settlement.  And  fince  Your  Majefty  was  pleafed  in 
the  Eighth  Year  of  your  Reign  to  confirm  an  Adt  fettling  a  Manner  for  docking  the  Intail 
of  Lands  not  exceeding  the  Value  of  Two  Hundred  Pounds  Sterling ,  by  your  Writ  in 
the  Nature  of  an  Ad  quod  Damnum ,  it  is  doubted  whether  when  the  Intail  of  fuch 
Parcels  of  Land  is  barred,  the  Intail  of  the  Slaves  annexed  thereto  does  not  determine, 
and  the  Tenant  gain  an  abfolute  Property  in  them  As  there  is  no  Notice  to  be  taken  of 
them  in  defeating  the  Eftate  Tail  in  the  Land  Wherefore  your  Affembly  were  defirous 
of  repealing  thefe  Adis,  but  that  they  might  avoid  the  mifchief  fo  juftly  complained  of 
in  the  laft  Adt,  they  inferted  a  Claufe  to  fave  and  make  good  all  Rights  accrued  under 
thefe  Laws. 


An 
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An  Ad  for  the  Diftribution  of  Inteftates  Eftates. 

The  Relation  this  Adi  bears  to  the  laft  concerning  Slaves,  We  humbly  imagine 
caufed  its  Repeal  as  ufelefs,  becaufe  it  varies  fo  little  from  the  old  Law  for  the  Diftri¬ 
bution  of  Inteftates  Eftates,  and  declaring  Widows  Rights  to  their  deceafed  Hufbands 
Eftates,  that  it  was  not  worth  enacting,  had  not  fome  Claufes  of  the  old  Adi  been  thrown 
more  properly  into  other  Laws,  and  Claufes  from  other  Laws  with  greater  Propriety 
taken  into  this  But  the  chief  End  was  to  give  the  Heir  of  an  Inteftate  to  whom  the  Lands 
defcended  an  Opportunity  of  keeping  the  Slaves  at  their  appraifed  Value  as  it  would 
be  advantageous  to  him  in  tilling  his  Lands  but  not  fo  valuable  as  Money  to  the  Younger 
Children  who  had  no  Lands,  and  to  oblige  the  Heir  to  pay  them  their  Parts  of  the  Value  of 
the  Widows  Slaves  when  they  fhould  come  to  him.  It  was  alfo  neceffary  to  infert  a  Claufe 
to  keep  Widows  to  their  old  Allowance  of  only  an  Eftate  for  Life  in  a  third  Part  of  the 
Inteftates  Slaves,  to  prevent  the  Ruin  which  would  otherwife  foon  happen  to  fome  of 
the  beft  Eftates  here,  by  Widows  marrying  fecond  Hufbands,  and  carrying  with  them  a 
Property  in  fo  many  of  their  firft  Hufband’s  Slaves.  But  we  will  not  trouble  Your 
Majefty  with  more  Reafons  for  this  Adi,  fince  it  is  of  little  Ufe  without  the  other. 

Thefe,  Sir,  are  fome  of  the  principal  Reafons  which  We  apprehend  prevailed  with 
the  late  Affembly  to  pafs  thefe  Laws,  and  which  We  moft  humbly  fubmit  to  Your  Royal 
Confideration. 

A  Meffage  from  the  Burgeffes  by  Mr  Attorney  that  they  have  agreed  to  the  Amend¬ 
ments  propofed  by  the  Council  to  the  Bill  intitled  An  Ad  to  explain  the  Charter  and  enlarge 
the  Privileges  of  the  Borough  of  Norfolk. 

A  Meffage  from  the  Burgeffes  by  Mr  Moore  that  they  difagree  to  the  Amendments 
propofed  by  the  Council  to  the  Bill  intitled  An  Ad  to  amend  An  Adi  for  clearing  Rivers 
and  Creeks. 

The  Council  immediately  took  their  Amendments  to  the  faid  Bill  into  Confideration, 
and  on  the  Queftion  put,  that  the  faid  Amendments  be  adhered  to,  it  pa f fed  in  the 
Affirmative. 

Refolved  That  this  Houfe  do  adhere  to  their  Amendments  to  the  faid  Bill. 

Order'd  That  the  Clerk  go  and  acquaint  the  Burgeffes  therewith  and  defire  them  to 
recede  from  their  Difagreement  and  pafs  the  Bill  with  the  Amendments. 

The  Bill  intitled  An  Ad  for  eftablifhing  the  Town  of  Portfmouth  in  the  County  of 
Norfolk  &c  Was  read  a  fecond  Time — 

Order'd  That  the  faid  Bill  be  committed  for  Amendments. 

Then  the  Houfe  Adjour’d  till  Tomorrow  io.  o’Clock.
